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In a market area where an increasing 
number of specialty shops of high quality 
are available to the discerning buyer, the 
Shop at the Peabody Museum is considered 
one of the best. 

Daniele Lambrechts, manager of the 
Shop since 1976, is not at all surprised at this 
affirmation. “From the very beginning, the 
director and curators agreed — really 
insisted — that the Shop reflect and support 
the quality and diversity of the Museum's 
collections.” The Shop is, in fact, a continua- 
tion of the Museum through which 
museum-goers can sustain and augment an 
interest sparked by viewing an item or 
collection. 

Ms. Lambrechts selects merchandise 
with the keen eye of a curator. Her yearly 
nationwide buying trips and frequent 
meetings with dealers, artists and artisans 
yield an eclectic array. Recent purchases 
include treasures from Africa and beyond: 
woven sisal-fiber toy elephants with fierce 
cotton tusks; a clay sculpture of a camel 
with a cleverly attached basket; beautifully 
carved and painted primitive dolls “used, | 
imagine, in tribal rites of puberty.” Turning 
to another shelf in the storage area beneath 
the Shop, she continued, “| found these 
moccasins when | was West following the 
route of the Lewis and Clark expedition. 
They are old and completely handmade 
from natural materials. The beadwork is 


exquisite. American Indian handwork is 
harder and harder to find.” 

Upstairs in the Shop, the wares are 
artfully displayed. One glass case contained 
a reproduction Canton tea set, jade jewelry 
and an antique wooded “bride’s lunchbox” 
also from China. Framed reproductions 
from the Museum's maritime collection vie 
for the eye’s attention with kimonos and 
belts from Japan; baskets, bells and bowls 
from India; American wild fowl decoys and 
scrimshaw buttons; African trade beads, 
netsuke. “We have one customer who will 
buy earrings only from us,” Ms. Lambrechts 
said. “We stock one of a kind and she 
swears she never sees them in any other 
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Among the extensive selection of 
books for sale are some fifty titles that are 
Museum publications. “We oversee the 
production of perhaps two or three books a 
year, an expensive and complicated proce- 
dure,” Ms. Lambrechts explained. “Fortu- 
nately, grant support helps defray some of 
the cost.” The Shop services other books 
stores as well and “special order” books for 
customers. The Shop manager maintains 
mailing lists of special interest customers to 
whom notices are sent regarding various 
offerings in their field. “Our list of custom- 
ers whose main interest is the China Trade 
numbers close to 2000,” she stated. 

The Shop at the Peabody Museum is 
also the sole distributor for the expired 
issues of the Massachusetts Waterfowl 
stamp. The competition and judging are 
held annually in September at the Museum.

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“The Shop runs smoothly because the 
Staff is exceptional,” Ms. Lambrechts says. 
“We are doing four or five times the amount 
of business we did five years ago with the 
same number of staff and volunteers. My 
assistant, Mary Cunningham, and | work 
very well together.” Indeed, their typed 
instructions for volunteers are explicit — 
three pages long. One KNOWS how to 
process orders, receive packages, price, 
display and sell the merchandise. “Knowl- 
edge of the Museum’s collections and 
exhibits is an absolute must,” she reiterated. 
“We must be very professional in our 
dealings with the public, be they visiting 
scholars or schoolchildren. 

It’s very satisfying for us and for our custom- 
ers to know that all of the Shop’s profits 
support the Museum. That is why we are in 
business.” And also why they are so accom- 
plished at what they do.

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EXHIBIT DESIGNERS NAMED FOR ASIAN 
EXPORT WING 

Donovan and Green and Stuart Silver 
Associates, both of New York, have been 
selected to design the permanent exhibit 
spaces of the Asian Export Art Wing. 

Donovan and Green is a multidimen- 
sional design firm established in 1974 by 
Michael Donovan and Nancye Green. The 
firm specializes in creating, coordinating 
and implementing all phases of a design 
project from initial analysis through installa- 
tion. 

Stuart Silver is widely regarded as one 
of the world’s leading art exhibition desig- 
ners. He was Director of Design at the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art for 15 years, 
during which time he and his staff were 
responsible for over 200 exhibitions, includ- 
ing most of the major ones of our time. 
These include, “Treasurers of Tutankha- 
men,” “Before Cortes,” “Splendors of 
Dresden,” “The Year 1200,” “Scythian 
Gold,” “The Great Age of Frescoes,” and the 
Islamic Wing of the Metropolitan Museum. 

Most recently as a consultant he was 
responsible for the design of the new San 
Antonio Museum of Art, the Rockefeller 
Wing of Primitive Art of the Metropolitan 
Museum, and the travelling exhibition, “The 
Vatican: The Papacy and Art,” in both New 
York and Chicago. In addition, he designed 
the Vatican Pavilion for the 1984 Louisiana 
World Exposition in New Orleans. In 1984, 
Stuart Silver Associates installed “The

Stuart Silver collaborates on museum 
projects with Donovan and Green on a 
regular basis, and many of that firm’s pro- 
jects have been for cultural organizations. 
Clients have included the National Museum 
of American History, the Cooper-Hewitt 
Museum, the American Museum of Natural 
History and the Brooklyn Museum. 

In addition to the Museum’s Asian Ex- 
port Art Wing, Donovan and Green have 
developed the design and installation for 
the Smithsonian travelling exhibition “Hol- 
lywood: Legend and Reality.” It will appear 
in six U.S. cities as well as Tokyo and Europe. 
The firm has been retained by Chase Man- 
hattan Bank to design an extensive perma- 
nent exhibition in its new corporate training 
center.

LIBRARY AWARDED NHPRC GRANT 
The Phillips Library has been awarded a 
$21,000 matching grant from the National 
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Historic Publications and Records Commis- 
sion (NHPRC). The two year grant will allow 
the processing of the Phillips Collection of 
Manuscripts and other maritime history 
manuscripts. The collections will be ar- 
ranged and described to current archival 
standards including biographical notes, 
scope and content notes and finding aids. 


CULTURAL TOURISM CAMPAIGN BEGINS 
This fall the Museum is joining with other 
members of the Massachusetts Cultural 
Alliance in support of the Alliance’s Cultural 
Tourism Campaign. The campaign, intended 
to increase attendance at the state’s cultural 
attractions, is being supported with $150,000 
in funds from the Massachusetts Division of 
Tourism, to be used primarily for graphic 
materials and advertising. If successful the 
campaign will be repeated in succeeding 
years.

“Horizon 1990.” Long range goals of the 
program include heightening public aware- 
ness of the richness and diversity of Mas- 
sachusetts’ cultural resources and expansion 
of public and private support by positioning 
cultural resources in the public mind as an 
industry with major economic impact.

She is Director of the Burghley 
House Preservation Trust Ltd. A travelling 
exhibition from the collection, “The Bur- 
ghley Porcelains,” is in the United States 
and will open in December at the High 
Museum of Art, Atlanta.

The celebrated master chef of Chinese 
cuisine, Nina Simonds, will appear at the 
Shop at the Peabody Museum of Salem on 
Saturday, December 13, to autograph her 
newest book, Chinese Seasons.

ably led by Mrs. Ralph C. Tyler adds the final 
elegant flourish to the Hall and the choice 
pieces on display. “Mrs. Tyler goes to the 
flower market at the crack of dawn on the 
day of the preview party and the results of 
her efforts are simply beautiful,” com- 
mented Mrs. Summerville. 

The chairman is anxious that no one 
loses sight of the ultimate goal of the 
Antiques Show — to raise money for the 
Museum. Generally, after all expenses are 
met the Museum receives a check for 
anything between $16,000 and $20,000. “It is 
money with absolutely no strings attached,” 
she notes, “the management has absolute 
discretion to spend the money as it sees fit, 
whether it’s a typewriter or merely mainte- 
nance of a copier.” “The volunteers involved 
can’t point to a magnificent artifact in the 
Museum and say ‘the show provided that’ 
but they can be very happy their efforts 
create funds which are badly needed for the 
day-to-day affairs of the Museum,” said Mrs. 
Summerville. The Museum benefits from 
the proceeds of the show including general 
admission and the preview party reception, 
but not, of course from sales made by 
dealers. A popular and prestigious social 
and cultural occasion, the preview party is 
attended by up to 300 people — benefac- 
tors, patrons and sponsors. Over the 
weekend, as many as 1400 people visit 
Hamilton Hall.
